EXECUTIVE FORCE REVIEW COMMITTEE DISPOSITION: 


TWIN TOWERS CORRECTIONAL FACILITY 


On December 7, 2008, Deputy Antonio Del Rio struck Inmate Ramiro Valdivia twice 
in the head with his flashlight during a fight when Inmate Valdivia tried to bite his 
thigh and testicles. 


Deputy Antonio Del Rio and Deputy ЕЕЕ conducted a cell search in 
Cell 8, within B-Pod of Module 242 in the Twin Towers Correctional Facility. The 
deputies searched for homemade alcohol, known as "pruno." After the search was 
completed, Inmate Valdivia's cellmate, inmate НІ was unhandcuffed and 
returned to Cell 8. He was ordered onto his upper bunk and complied. 


Inmate Valdivia was unhandcuffed and told to go to his lower bunk. However, as 
soon as one hand was unhandcuffed, he quickly turned and punched 

Deputy Del Rio's upper left chest area. Inmate Valdivia tried to swing again and 
Deputy Del Rio pushed him away. Inmate Valdivia approached Deputy Del Rio again 
and tried to punch hi eputy Del Rio fought back, striking Inmate Valdivia with his 
right fist. Deputy hit Inmate Valdivia's face with his fist as well. 

Deputy Del Rio then grabbed Inmate Valdivia іп a headlock, trying to control him. Не 
and Inmate Valdivia fell to the floor inside the cell. 


At this point, Inmate Valdivia was on top of Deputy Del Rio and Inmate Valdivia's 
head was just below Deputy Del Rio’s waistline. Deputy Del Rio felt 

Inmate Valdivia's teeth on his thigh, moving upward toward his testicles. Fearing 
serious injury to himself, Deputy Del Rio used his flashlight and tried to strike 
Inmate Valdivia on his shoulder to cause him to stop biting. The flashlight strike hit 
Inmate Valdivia’s head, but Inmate Valdivia continued to try and bite him. 

Deputy Del Rio struck again, aiming for Inmate Vaidivia's shoulder blade, but he 
struck the back of Inmate Valdivia’s head. 


Deputy, arrived to assist and grabbed Inmate Valdivia's legs. Senior 
Deputy rrived and assisted. He struck Inmate Valdivia’s lower back 
and side four times in an attempt to get him to stop fighting. Inmate Valdivia stopped 
struggling and Deputy as able to handcuff him. Deputy [and 
Deputy ifted Inmate Valdivia off Deputy Del Rio and escorted him out of the 
cell. Inmate Valdivia was taken to the Tower Two clinic, where he refused medical 
attention. The medical staff ordered that Inmate Valdivia be taken to the 

Los Angeles County-University of Southern California Medical Center where he was 
treated for head contusions. 


On September 24, 2009, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 
MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MPP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 


Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that 
the force used by Deputy Antonio Del Rio as reasonable and necessary 


and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by all personnel in this incident were within Department Policy.

Incident Details 


After completing a cell search of B-Pod, Cell #8 in Module 242 to determine the source of the alcoholic smell of 
"pruno," as deputies returned Inmate Ramiro Valdivia to his cell and un-handcuffed him just inside the open cell 


door, the inmate suddenly turned and punched Deputy Del Rio in the head. Deputy punched Inmate 
Valdivia twice in the right side face and then focused on cellmate Inmate Valdez who had jumped off his upper 
bunk and onto the floor appearing as though he was going to help his cellmate. Deputy rdered Inmate 


Valdez to get on the floor and he complied. 

Deputy Del Rio placed Inmate Valdivia in a head lock with his left arm and he and Inmate Valdivia fell to the floor. 
Deputy Del Rio fell on his back and Inmate Valdivia was face on top of him. Inmate Valdivia then attempted to 
bite Del Rio on the inner thighs and in the genitals. Deputy Del Rio responded by striking the inmate twice on the 
top and back of Inmate Valdivia's head with his flashlight. 

Deputy restrained Inmate Valdivia's kicking legs by wrapping both his arms around the legs in a "bear 
hug" type of grip, immobilizing the legs, while Deputy Del Rio struggled to maintain control of Inmate Valdivia in 
the headlock. 

Assisting Bonus 1 Deputy оосо to assist and he struck Inmate Valdivia two or three times with his 


flashlight on Inmate Valdivia's back area. Тһеве strikes distracted Inmate Valdivia and he stopped biting. The 
inmate was then handcuffed by Deputy | without further incident.

Inmate Vaidivia was initially interviewed in the late evening on December 7, 2008, by TTCF Sergeant William 
Chaffin with Lieutenant Daniel Lopez attending. When asked how his head was injured, Inmate Valdivia said 
he “fell off his bunk." This interview was digitally video recorded (DVD in case file). 


Inmate Valdivia was later interviewed at 0520 hours on December 8, 2008, by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants David Stunson and Roosevelt Johnson at the emergency room at LCMC. Inmate Valdivia refused 
to provide a statemeni. 


Medical Review 


Inmate Valdivia sustained an approximate 2 inch laceration to the back of his head which was treated by L.A. 
County / USC Medical Center emergency room physician Dr. Samual Kashani. Не said the inmate also 
sustained abrasions to his head area. Dr. Kashani told the IAB investigator he cleaned the wound and applied 
two staples to the back of Inmate Valdivia's head to close the laceration. He said the laceration was consistent 
with a flashlight strike and the abrasions were consistent with punches to the head. Dr. Kashani cited HIPPA 
laws to restrict further information regarding Inmate Valdivia's injuries.

On Sunday, December 8, 2008, at 0015 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force / Shooting 
Response Team members, Lieutenant Rod Kusch and Sergeants David Stunson and Roosevelt 
Johnson, responded to Twin Towers Correctional Facility regarding an injured inmate. Inmate 
Ramiro Valdivia engaged in an altercation with Deputy Antonio Del Rio and during the struggle, 
Inmate Valdivia sustained a laceration to the right-rear of his head after being struck by Deputy Del 
Rio’s flashlight (refer to Exhibit C, photographs, figures 9, 10 and 11). 


Deputy Deputy Del Rio and Deputy onducted a cell search to find 
the origin of the smell of pruno (jail-made alcohol) in Module 242 B, Cell 8, and were returning the 
second of two inmates, Inmate Valdivia, into the cell. The first inmate booking 
was un-handcuffed and complied when directed to his upper bunk. As Deputy Del Rio 
un-handcuffed the second inmate, Inmate Valdivia, the inmate abruptly turned around to his left and 
punched Deputy Del Rio in the head with his right fist. Deputy Del Rio immediately used his left 
arm and placed Inmate Valdivia in a headlock. As Inmate Valdivia swung his arms punching Deputy 
Del Rio in the head, both Del Rio and Inmate Valdivia fell to the cell floor. Simultaneously, Inmate 
jumped off his upper bunk as if he was about to join in on the altercation. Deputy 
diverted away from beginning to assist Deputy Del Rio and yelled at Inmate | D drop to the 
floor on his stomach. Inmate omplied. 


Deputy, who was just outside the cell door observing when the altercation began, entered the 
cell and kneeled onto the floor to immobilize Inmate Valdivia’s legs by placing both legs in a “bear 
hug” type of grip. Inmate Valdivia partially slipped down from Deputy Del Rio’s grasp and began 
biting at Deputy Del Rio’s inner thighs and he appeared to be attempting to bite Del Rio’s genital 
area. Fearing he would be bitten in the genitals, Deputy Del Rio struck Inmate Valdivia in the head 
twice with his flashlight (refer to Exhibit C, photographs, figure 16). Bonus I Deputy Rs. 
responded and struck the suspect on the torso with his flashlight (refer to Exhibit C, photographs, 
figure 17).

Deputy Del Rio - sustained bruises to his forehead (refer to Exhibit C, photographs, figures 7 and 
8). 

Suspect Valdivia - sustained a two-inch laceration to the right-rear of his head and abrasions to the 
forehead, face and elbows (refer to Exhibit C, photographs, figures 9 through 14, and Exhibit F, 
an Inmate Injury Report and the LCMC medical record). 


IAB Note: Following the incident, Inmate Valdivia was initially taken to the TTCF clinic 
where Medical Services Bureau staff attempted to assess and treat the injured inmate but he 
refused to cooperate and declined their services (refer to the DVD of the video recording and 
Exhibit C, figure 15, a still photograph from the video of Inmate Valdivia in the TTCF 
Clinic), Inmate Valdivia was then transported to the Los Angeles County-USC Medical 
Center emergency room for medical treatment. Dr. Samuel Kashani was the treating 
physician. He told Sergeant Stunson the suspect sustained some abrasions to his face and 
a laceration to his head which required two staples to close. When asked if the injuries were 
consistent with being struck by flashlight and fists, Dr. Kashini said, “Yes.” He declined to 
provide more specific information citing HIPPA as restricting the dissemination of patient 
medical information. Refer to the Inmate Injury Report and the L.A. County-USC Medical 
Center patient record in Exhibit F for details.

REVIEW OF VIDEO RECORDING OF INMATE VISIT TO CLINIC AND WATCH

IAB Sergeant Stunson obtained and reviewed a video recording provided by TTCF Sergeant 
William E. Chaffin. The video shows deputies escorting Inmate Valdivia while he was secured in 
a safety chair, from his housing location to the TTCF Clinic. Once at the clinic, nurses and a doctor 
attempted to examine Inmate Valdivia’s head injury but he was too physically resistant and 
uncooperative to enable them to do so. Inmate Valdivia kept violently swinging his torso forward 
and his head from side to side. 


The recording shows watch commander Lieutenant Daniel V. Lopez interviewing Inmate Valdivia 
prior to his being transported via radio car, to LCMC. When Lieutenant Lopez asked Inmate 
Valdivia what occurred to cause his injury, he said, “I don’t know what you are talking about.” 
When asked again, he said, “I fell off my bunk.” When asked if he had been drinking any “pruno” 
that evening, Inmate Valdivia said, “A little bit.”

SYNOPSIS 


Deputy Del Rio and Deputy vere conducting a cell search. The search was completed and the first inmate 
was returned to cell 8, uncuffed and ordered to get onto his upper bunk. The inmate complied. As the second inmate 
(Valdivia ) was uncuffed and told to go to his lower bunk as soon as one hand was uncuffed he quickly turned and punched 
Deputy Del Rio in his upper left chest area. I/M Valdevia tried to swing again when Deputy Del Rio pushed the inmate away 
but I/M Valdivia came at him again trying to punch Deputy Del Rio. Deputy Del Rio fought back striking the inmate with his 
closed right fist. Then Deputy Del Rio grabbed I/M Valdivia in a head lock trying to contain him but they both fell to the 
floor. The I/M was now on top of Deputy Del Rio and I/M Valdivia’s head was just below Deputy Del Rio’s waist line. 
Deputy Del Rio could tell that the inmate was trying to bite him in his groin area. Fearing serious injury to himself Deputy 
Del Rio grabbed his flash light and attempted to strike the inmate on his shoulder to cause him enough pain to stop bitting. 
The flashlight strike hit the inmate on the back and side area of his head but the inmate continued to try and bite him. Deputy 
Del Rio struck again aiming for the shoulder blade but again struck the inmate on the back of the head. At the same time Sr. 
Deputy Ші entered the room and observed what was going on and struck the inmate in his lower back and side area 
in an attempt to get the inmate to stop fighting. Deputy MM truck the inmate 4 times. The inmate stopped struggling at 
this time and Deputy | — ES able to handcuff I/M Valdivia. Deputy EB. Deput Mh: lifted the inmate 
off Deputy Del Rio and escorted him out of the cell. The inmate was taken to the tower two clinic where he refused any 
medical attention. The medical staff then ordered that the inmate be taken to LCMC for examination. /M Valdivia was 
transported to LCMC at 0045 HRS.
